NEW YORK, July 18 YT).— 
dunmy Carter, back home in 
Plains, Ga. after 2 successful 
week in New York, is determined 
to wage a general election cam- 
paign no different from the one 
that earned him the Democratic

“There'll be no surprises,” his 
press secretary, Jody Powell. said.

Out of World Recession

MONTREAL, July 18 (NYT).— 
For the first time since the an- 
cient Olympic Games were revived 
80 years ago to encourage brother- 
hood among nations, country af- 
ter coumtry quit the global car- 
nival in anger yesterday. 

Nevertheless, Queen Elizabeth 0 
of Britain formally opened the 
ΣΙ Games on schedule and a 
capacity crowd of 70,000 in a huge, 
unfinished stadium’ cheered he 
gaudy spectacle arranged at an 
wmprecedented cost of $1.5 billion. 

For an hour and 10 minutes 
Her Majesty stood erect with 
white-gloved hands folded across 
her pink skirt while athletes from 
94 lands paraded past. Twenty- 
five other teams, with approxi- 
mately 600 competitors, stayed 
away in political and social 
protest. 

Then the Queen spoke, first in 
French and then in English, the 
preseribed 16 words: 

“{ declare open the Olympic 
Games of Montreal celebrating 
the ΣΤ Olympiad of the modern 
era.” 

Folk dancers celebrated the oc~ 
easion. There were the customary 
speeches by Lord Killanin of Ire- 


nons

of Edinburgh. Except for white 
gloves and pearls, the Queen was 
turned out entirely in flemingo 
pink, with green-stemmed doo- 
dads on her brimless pink hat. 

The band played “O, Canada,” 
and a rattle of applause raced 
around the massed stands. Over 
the public-address system came 
an announcement that Greece, 
the country where the Olympics 
originated, would lead the parade, 
as always. The announcement 
was to have included the exact 
number of countries here, but 
nobody knew what the number 
was. It was changed to “the 
parade of all the participating 
nations.” 

Then the Queen arose in the 
red-carpeted royal box and stood 


+ With gloved hands folded in front 


of her, while the multi-colored 
ranks marched and marched and 
marched and merched in review. 
Monarchies can be hard on royal 
feet. 


Minding its manners, Greece 
dipped its flag politely passing 
the royal box, but after that it 
was catch-as-catch-can with re- 
spect to the formalities. (The 
United States should, tradition- 
ally, “dip to no earthly king” but 
might if an unearthly ruler were 
to surface.) 

What happened ig usually de- 
scribed, by authorities in these 
matters, as “a riot of color.” The 
Saudi Arabians strode by costum- 
ed like Rudolph Valertino in 
“The Sheik.” The Bulgarian flag- 
bearer, one Alexander Tomov, 
was a stalwart brute who held 
th staff at arm’s length in one 
massive fist. 

‘The Cameroon's delegates wore 
ballooning blue kaftans with the 
cuffs of white pants showing 
beneath the skirt, Colombia's 
team cut flashy’ figures in off- 
white Palm Beach suits and shirts

Individuals in the parade were 
immediately recognizable—Gaston 
Roelants, the marathon runner,

At these global clambakes, each 
nation is saluted with greater or 
Jess enthusiasm depending largely 
on the number of its nationals tn 
the stands. The United States, 
naturally, was welcomed noisily, 
though their position in the al- 
Phabetical parade may have sur- 
prised some spectators lacking 
the gift of tongues. 

In bilingual Quebec province, 
the US. team is Etats-Unis, 
marching in between Espagne 
(Spain) and the Fiji Islands. The 
latter had a team of one, a man 
in sports shirt and slacks whose 
banner was toted by a red-haired 
woman. 

The Stars and Stripes, as an- 
nounced earlier, were carried by 
Gary Hall, the University of Cin- 
cimnati medical student who 
swims.
